TALKS ON THE 


TO DllBLE PEACE 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. IS. — Dr. Nicholas 


Hurray Butler, .president at Columbia 
onlversity. delivered an Address on the 
road to 
durable 
peace before 
the 


chamber of commerce here, Saturday 
night. HA spoke in part as follows! 


The. war which now 
involves the 


whole world is, on the part of the al- 
lies, avowedly a war not for conquest, 
for revenge, or for economic 
advan- 


tage. but a war to restore the rule ol 
lav and to establish 
durable 
peace 


No other war has ever beeu fought for 
a like motive. This- explains the fact 
that it has been .entered upon -by the 
•evera.1 allied peoples not with shout- 
ing:, with 
excitement, 
or with 
wild 


demonstration, but with restraint, with 
firm convict-ion, 
and with stern 
re- 


solve. The aim of the war is to stop 
war so far as this Is humanly pos- 
sible. 


If in the past war has seemed to be 


a biological 
necessity, 
an 
essential 


part of the struggle for existence, it 
is only because -.the .world 
had not 


risen 
to the 
plane.. of 
substituting 


moral co-operation for physical com- 
petition. 
A materialistic world, bent 


only on profits and on accumulation, 
is likely always to 'be a world 
plans and invites, war- 
On the other* 


hand, a 
world that 
is built 
on 
a 


foundation of moral and spiritual In- 
sight and conviction, will be a worH 
from which war is excluded by every 
means that man can devise. 


In order to tread the road to a dur- 


able peace, we must grasp not only 
the exact facts as they relate to the 
origin and prosecution of the war on 
the part of the central empires, but 
also the underlying causes which con- 
spired to bring" the war about. 


To say that the war sprang from 


the desire of Austria-Hungary to op- 
press Serbia, or from 
the conflicting 


ambitions of Russia and Germany in 
southeastern Europe, 
or 
from com- 


mercial rivalry between Germany and 
Great Britain, is simply to delude one- 
self with superficial - appearances. 
It 


is a case of camouflage. 
The cause of 


the war and the reason that the war

through any collusion or connivance on 
the part of the licensed dealers, but 
through bootleggers, most of whom are 
alien enemies who are not in sympathy 
With the soldiers or the war.

ness. 


The latest offender in this line was

SHIPS, SHIPS ON TIME 


There are serious delays in ship- 


building, according 
to Washington. 


When you say this, you might a$ well 
say that we're helping the kaiser to 
whip England 
Franco and Italy, tor 


that is what such delays amount to. 


Practically all ship construction in 


the country is for the government, but 
the yards themselves are operated as 
private enterprises. 
There has been 


no uniform scale of wages in the yards. 
and strikes have .beet), 
freauent. It 


has not been possible to shift men 
from one yard to another as it became 
necessary in order to maintain top 
speed. Strikers tied up two of the Dig 


_- 
yards because they couldn't get double 
pay for working on Lincoln's birthday. 
Riveters are not driving all the rivete 
they could, because held down to a 
maximum by union rules. 


In short, our most important propo- 


sition—ships on time— is held up by 
conditions -similar to those that utterly 
demoralized our greatest industry, the 
railroads. The cure for ship construc- 
tion paralysis is that which we applied 
to the railroads, after their manage- 
ment became so rotten that we 
couldn't get food, coal or anything else 
and our heroes in Europe were likely 
to starve. To cure is to commandeer. 
And the time to apply that cure is not 
when the patient is ready for 
the 


undertaker. 


We have got to launch all the ships 


we possiby can, in the shortest time 
possible. Private operation or interest 
should not be permittee! to interfere 
with this for an hour. If there is any 
interference 
by union Wage or Work 


regulations, the government, and the 
government only, should adjust mat- 
ters. 


Congress should give President Wil- 


sbn full power and the president should 
exercise that power, fully. If we de- 
lay, quibble and fuss and don't get 
plenty of ships in time to save the 
allies and ourselves, we'll pay for It 
with the life blood of tens of thou- 
sands, and, ultimately be left to fight 
Germany single handed. 


CONGRESS THE LAGGARD 


If congress were

Would be found that much of the 
present coal shortage was due to Its 
failure to do what President Wilson 
requested in passing measures to au- 
thorize the fixing of prices.

"One thing which I shall do, and thai 


3 to get in touch with as many organ- 
zations, church, fraternal, labor, etc., 


seek to impress upon their mem- 


ers the urgent necessity of con&Utut- 
ng: themselves agents to assist In the 
oppression of this bootlegging. 
"I want any man or woman in this
